Timber and wood land 
is from 65 to 810 per acre, payable 
in fall at the time of purchase. Jn 
fixing the value of land, improve- 
ments are not taken into considera- 
tion. The price filed on land alorjR 
the Humboldt, in this vicinity, ranges 
from §2 50 to §10 50 per acre.

MOST IMPORTANT ITEMS IN 


YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 


A. Negro'e View of Bit Race. 


WASHINGTON", Jan. 11.—J, Willis 


Menard of Louisiana, who was the 
colored man ever elected to the Amer- 
ican Conpress, will deliver a lecture 
next week to the colored people of 
this city on the condition and pros- 
pect of the negro under the solid 
South. Menard says the race prob- 
lem cannot bo solved by bayonets; 
that the product of negro hbor is 
greater than ever; that the race is not 
dying ont, 
but 
increasing; that 


an independent movement ia the 
South will break up the Democratic 
party in five years, and that the sup* 
ply of labor in the South is in excess 
of the demand. He advises bis coun- 
trymen to emigrate to Hayti and Li 
beria. "Let them venture every- 
where, as the whites do." Menard 
asserts that the troops at the South 
were not a source ol protection to 
the negro; that their presence was not 
only unusually hostile to him, but 
that their presence had the effect of 
provoking a larger measure of bad 
feeling against him than would other- 
wise have been the case. 
That a 


change of some kind was necessary, 
every reasoning man must admit. 
The country is sick at heart of this 
continued discussion of the war is- 
sues, and it has no sympathy with 
any movement whose aim is to fire 
the Northern heart against the South 
nof in the interest of the negro nor ol 
the public welfare, but purely forpo- 
liticai power. The negro has been 
placed long enough as a trump in the 
political game, and it is high time for 
a new deal. The war waged against 
the Southern policy of the adminis- 
tration is suicidal, and will prov» a 
cause of weakness to the Republican 
party. The policy is only wise and 
timely in anticipation of the end 
made inevitable by public opinion 
and the urgent necessities of the 
country. 


Edmundd on the President. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — Senator 


Edmunds has written a letter to the 
President on the proper relations 
which should exist between the legis- 
lative end executive departments of 
the government in regard to appoint- 
ments. As the views Bet forth by 
him are in harmony with those known 
to be entertained by the President, 
the Republicans who have read them 
hope that a basis for an understand- 
ing between the administration and 
the Republican Senators may have 
been here indicated. 


About Polygamy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — Judge 


Hemingway, who is here in behalf of 
the Gentile interests of Utah, appear- 
ed before the House Committee on 
Territories yesterday, and made an 
argument in favor of a bill introduc- 
ed in the House fay Luttrell to abol- 
ish female suffrage in that Territory; 
to prevent the 
polygamists from 


serving on juries; to try cases of po- 
lygamy; to punish continued living 
in polygamy, and to otherwise secure 
fair elections.

NEW YORK, January 11.—The Dem-
